Buckingham Palace Work Conditions Labeled 
'Too Medieval’; Anyhow, Pay Scale Is Skimpy 


LONDON. July 18—Bucking­ 
ham Palace faces today a pos­ 
sible 
kitchen 
revolution be­ 
cause palace pay rates are too 
low 
and working 
conditions 
are “ too medieval.” 
Sources within the home of 
Britain’s royal family say that 
servants are grumbling over 
restrictions imposed by tighter 
security regulations. In addi­ 
tion, they want more pay. It 
has gotten so that some of the 
.staff have joined a union and 


are 
reported threatening to 
strike. 
And servants are irate over 
the fact that tighter security 
measures have been clamped 
on following the number of re­ 
cent attempts to break i n t o 
royal residences. 
Buckingham 
Palace 
help 
now must carry passes con­ 
taining photographs and per­ 
sonal details and must be in 
by midnight—and this goes for 


all of the 200 servants w h o 
normally work in the sprawl­ 
ing, 690-room palace. 
But the palace is now run­ 
ning into trouble finding suit­ 
able replacements because of 
its low-pay and its regulations. 
Formerly 
servants 
were 
picked on an hereditary basis. 
Since the war, however, many 
sons and daughters of the tra­ 
ditional “ f a i t h f u l old em­ 
ployes” have balked at follow­ 
ing in their parents footstep*. 


They claim the palace pay 
rate is too low and the work­ 
ing conditions “ too medieval.” 
To cite an example: A maid 
in the palace earns about $8 40 
a week with keep, compared 
to the average $11.20 a week 
earned by a domestic in a pri­ 
vate household. 
Then there are other restric­ 
tions and irritations such as 
the requirement that all clean­ 
ing in the palace must be done 
at night while the royal family 


is asleep.

appears. 
Gardeners, for

A federal report showed this 
w'eek the number of Ohioans re­ 
ceiving old-age and survivors in­ 
surance benefits jumped 34 per­ 
cent in the 14 months between 
Dec. 31, 1949, and Feb. 28, 1951. 
Payments to these persons in­ 
creased 139 percent in the same 
period. 
Representatives of the bureau 
of old-age and survivors insur­ 
ance in Cleveland said the big 
boosts were caused by liberaliz­ 
ing amendments to the law pass­ 
ed in 1950. 
They said the long-run effect 
of the amendments is to cut 
down the number of persons ap­ 
plying for aid from the state 
governments. 
The number of beneficiaries of 
the federal program increased 
from 
176,200 to 
235,471, 
and 
monthly payments leaped from 
$3,765,000 to $8,889,727, the report 
said. 
In Pickaway County, accord­ 
ing to Leonard Garrard, repre­ 
sentative of the Social Security 
Administration. 
approximately 
504 beneficiaries were tabulated. 
Total monthly payments 
to 
residents of the county amount­ 
ed to an average of $14,301 per 
month. 
This 
is an 
individual 
average of $28.37 per month. 
Officials emphasized that fig­ 
ures applied to the federal insur­ 
ance 
program, 
to 
w’hich 
all

A NEW JAPAN 
IT WOULD be surprising if any of the 
Allies in the Korean fighting objected to 
the “ revised final draft” of a Japanese 
peace treaty. Even the Philippines a n d 
Australia are reported as approving its 
giving permission for Japan to rearm. 
Those countries’ fear of warlike Commu­ 
nism is stronger than fear of any further 
Japanese imperialism. They also feel sure 
that Japan itself will keep its face set reso­ 
lutely against red imperialism. 
The free world is ready to regard Japan 
as an active ally, welcome to join the al­ 
liance against the Soviet-Chinese threat in 
the Pacific. 
Under these circumstances there is a 
real possibility that Communist China, in­ 
stigated by Russia, may demand Russian 
and Chinese participation in a treaty. But 
Russia long since forfeited any right to 
.help work out a general peace treaty. 
There is little doubt that the treaty will 
go through. The free world can now face, 
quite equably, the presence of a Japan un­ 
der no political or economic restrictions, 
free to stand self-respectingly among the 
nations friendly to her. 
Wise it was for the treaty framers to 
omit discussions of American military in­ 
stallations in Japan. This has been worked 
out as a bilateral agreement for ratifica­ 
tion in September, it is hoped, along with 
the treaty itself. 


Y E A R OF B U M P E R C R O P S 
ONE OF those interesting words we’ve 
been intending to look up but haven’t, un­ 
til now, is bumper. The dictionary says it 
may come from the French word bom­ 
bard, which can mean a large drinking 
vessel. We are referred also to the allied 
word bump; one of its meanings is 
a 
“ swelling,” which we knew anyway. 
At any rate, the United States is promis­ 
ed bumper crops this season. Judging by 
their status at the end of June the U. S. 
Department of Agriculture surmises the 
total production may be the heaviest on 
record—or at least close to the record set 
in 1948. 
Corn, wheat and other grain in abund­ 
ance promise not only plenty of the staff of 
life but continued high output of meat, 
poultry and dairy products. A fat country 
has every prospect of being a strong and 
healthy country, able to produce ample 
quantities of goods for domestic use, for­ 
eign trade, and armament for mobilization. 
Western Europe may be restoring its ag­ 
riculture to levels reached before World 
War II. But European populations have 
grown since, and a food surplus exportable 
from the U. S. can be a sound item of for­ 
eign trade from viewpoints on both sides 
of the Atlantic. 
All in all, the farmers aided by the weath­ 
er have done a magnificent job. Ifs cer­ 
tainly good news for every American. 


You cannot do anything these days with­ 
out somebody getting you all hooked up 
with “the world.” For instance, I like to 
drink tea, having acquired the habit in my 
childhood, our family preferring tea to cof­ 
fee. When I lived in China, I drank huge 
quantities of the infusion. 
I drink the liquid because I like it. But 
now comes a press agent and sends me a 
mimeograph wThich puts a sour taste in my 
tea. He heads the creed, “nation's ice tea 
consumption aids world economic recov- 
ery.” ' 
Old Samuel Johnson was a tea drinker; 
so was Oliver Goldsmith and the dowager 
empress of China. But no tea-drinker ever 
thought that he was doing it for world re­ 
covery. To each, tea was a drink, not a po­ 
litical argument. 
At home, we used to drink tea in a glass. 
“Stakun chai” —a glass of tea—that's the 
way we took it, the same as old Joe Stalin 
does. It warmed us on a cold day, and cur­ 
iously we were told to drink it hot during 
the Summer. The theory was that the hot­ 
ter the tea, the cooler one would feel. I 
never understood the theory, but no one ar­ 
gued about it. Tradition was too potent. 
Yet, this press agent says: 
“The housewives of our nation do not 
realize that they are personally helping the 
government aid world economic recovery. 
They share in the taxes which go for that 
purpose; they send food packages abroad; 
and by making iced tea America’s favorite 
cooler-off-er they are also contributing in a 
large financial way.” 
So, that is it. Tea pays taxes. I do not 
know who taxes my tea, but it must be the 
same people who tax everything. It is un­ 
pleasant to believe that every time I take 
a sip of tea, I am paying a tax to keep In­ 
dia, Ceylon, Pakistan, Indonesia and Brit­ 
ish East Africa going. This report from the 
tea council calls all this “ partnership mar­ 
keting,” which must be some new way of 
looking at it. I wonder what a similar 
press-agent story would have to say about 
a chocolate ice-cream soda. That c o u l d 
cover half the world.

Now, I have no desire to spoil anyone’s 
efforts to market a product; particularly 
one of my favorite items. But my theory is 
that I drink what I drink because I want 
to. If I eat a smoked salmon sandwich, I 
don’t want to feel sanctimonious a b o u t 
helping mankind. I’m just eating. 
If I take a drink of scotch, which I never 
do because liquor is not on my fart* any­ 
more. I want to feel that it is something I 
do because I want to do it and not because 
I have involved myself in somehow saving 
Great Britain by paying dollars into Hv; 
Majesty’s treasury. Maybe I should be­ 
come a drunkard to save the world from 
lacking dollars.

Youngsters O^ten Are Victims 
Of Accidental Home Poisoning 


By HIRMAN N. BUNDESEN, M D 
IT is a tragic fact th at 600 
children die every year in this 
country from accidental poison­ 
ing. As a m atter of fact, the num ­ 
ber is probably much greater, but 
these are the cases on which we 
have actual medical record. In 
addition, we have many, m any 
more who survive poisoning but 
are left with perm anent disabili­ 
ties which hinder them through 
life. 
I believe this heavy toll Is due 
to the fact th at parents fail en ­ 
tirely to realize how m any death 
traps the home sets for chil­ 
dren. Insecticides, roach powders, 
cleaning fluids, rubbing alcohol, 
polishes, and many other items 
in daily use in a well-run house­ 
hold are all hazardous to young­ 
sters. Children are boriv curious, 
and lf such things arc left about 
within their reach they are bound 
sooner or later to investigate 
them, often with disastrous re­ 
sults. 
Usual Symptoms 
The usual symptoms of poison­ 
ing are bowel upsets, loss of a p ­ 
petite, abdom inal pain, nausea, 
vomiting and diarrhea. Some­ 
times the children may turn blue 
and show evidence of shock or 
collapse. Convulsions and sudden 
loss of consciousness may folio a 
severe poisoning. 
When confronted with a ca c of 
poisoning, an attem pt must be 
made to identify the poison as 
soon as possible so th a t specific 
measures may be used to treat it. 
With few exceptions, the greater

vcd from the stom ach by im- 
iiate pumping. In many cases, 
may prove to be life-saving.

WASHINGTON, Ju ly 18 — The 
Senate Postoffice Com m ittee has 
approved a $300 million increase 
in postal rates, including a boost 
to four cents for a regular let­ 
ter, two cents for a postcard and 
eight cents for an airm ail letter. 
The bill also would restore the 
tw ice-a-day system of m ail de­ 
liveries and set 
up 
a

com m ission to investigate busi­ 
ness methods, operations, rates 
and ch arges of the Post office 
D epartm ent. 
Non-profit 
and 
philanthropic 
organizations would 
be exem pt 
from the one-cent increase in the 
price of a postcard.

Sim ilarly, the desire for 
an excessive amount of sugar on 
j certain foods at the age of 12,
